The Executive Secretary, Mr, Ashby, read a letter from the 
Jational League on Urban Conditions among Nefrce ating that 
a conference would be held in New York City in the last three 
days in January, 1918, and requesting the League to send two 
delegates. It was also moved, seconded and carried that ur, 
isnby and Rev, R, D. Brown represent the League at the confer- 
ence, 

Ur, Vendervall reported that since the meeting of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee last spring, when he was authorized to organize

He carries with him the 
pest Fishes of the Committee for success and happiness in his 
new field, Mr. Stewart moved, which was duly seconded and car- 
ried, that a token be presented to Mr. Stubblebine, This matter 
ws placed in Mr. Stewart's charge, 

The question of a chairman to succeed Mr. Stubblebine was 
discussed at length, Mr. Stubblebine thought the question of 
selecting a chairman should proceed slowly and suggested that 
Liss Pendleton, who had successively been executive secretary of 
the League and chairmen of the Friendly Visitors Committee until 
pmanent chairmen were found-for these positions, be asked to 
take charge of the committee temporarily, and that a committee 
be formed to choose a chairman, Mr. Stewart thought the chair- 
tan should be a colored member of the Board, proposing the Rev. 
P. D. Brown, The Rev. C. M. Bonfield also concurred in this 
thought. Miss Pendleton stated that while Mr. Stewart's feel- 
ing that the colored people do not insist in any way to be depen- 
dent on the whites, or to belong to an organization entirely of - 
ficered by white people is entirely right in principle. It is 
of the utmost importance that the League shall seek.out_and in- 
terest and educate while people of Newark who will have time and 
Mor tunity to-make-living-condétiensbetterfor.the colored.
